: ? (Senate) : 

According to the aonual report of the 
Cunard Steam Ship Company, its profite for 
1894 were nif, and to cover the depreviation 
in the yalua of the floating stock £88,067 
bad to be taken from the Keserva Fuod, 
This alarming result, yielded by ono of ttre 
best equipped and best mansged Shipping 
Companies in tho conntry, far from being 
an isolated cage, fairly indicates the direo- 
tion in which our Shipping Trade is moving. 
Tt might be understood that euch 5 state of 
affairs cannot bo-contemplated with equani- 
mity by directors of large shipping Compa- 
nies whose shareholders have to euffer the 
Joss of dividends and ultimately their whole 
capital, But it is somewhat astounding that’ 
it. shoulddevo! veon the Presa to ronsathe great 
number of individual and largo holders of 
shipping shares to the realisation of, the 
financial abyse towards which their in- 
difference and their helplessness is urging 
them, It is, perhaps, natural that when 
fallacious prejudices and reactionary tenden- 
¢ies arrest-a great country in its progressive 
development, it should be found that every 
class and every trade bas had a share in the 
causes of the national misfortunes. Yor, if 
the decay does not apring from racial de- 
generation, but from lawa ‘and institutions, 
then one single considerable class of trado, 
capable of discovering the real causes of re. 
trogresston and.of reslising the real conse. 

ences in the future, could no doubt en- 
lighten and warn the rest of the nation, In 
addressing ourselves, as wo-do in these 
artioles, to special clagses of people, our in- 
tention is not: therefore, to foiat upon these 
any larger responsibility than should be borae 
by manyothor classes not mentioned. 

The Shipping Trade, one of the sources of

New York, May 22,.—Tho Heraid has the 
following from 8t, Peteraburg: The rais- 
ing by China io the financial markets of 
Europa of sufiicient capilal to cover ths in- 
demuity duc to Japan in order tohasten her 
evaowation of the territory on the Chinese 
roainland is now thonghit to be asgured, 
The Russian and French governments are 
doing their best to hasten. the negatiations, 
which havo been impeded only by certain 
differencea between themselves and the Ger- 
man Government regarding the annexation 
of Formoaa and the Peeoadores, 

In viow of tho evident desire on tho part 
of Japan to maintain amicablo relations with 
the protesting powers and of the firm dotor- 
mination displayed by Russia to adhere to 
her presont attitude, it may be affirmed that 
the question ‘of surrendering the Liao Tang 
peniasula will shortly be settled favourabl 
for Russia, anda treaty to thateffect signed. 

TRADE NEGULATIONS FOR OINA, 

Washington, May 22,—Under date of 
April 8th U.8, Minister Donby wrote a letter 
to Seoretary Greshamfooncerning the Irade of 
Qhino, In discussing. the lessons of ‘the 
Jopanese-Chinese war, Mr’Denby bas sub- 
mitted vineteen articles which ho. thinks 
shoitld be adopted in order to further trade 
relations ang to insure greater protection to 
foreign interests in China, Mintater Denby's 
suggestions are as follows:
